“The 
Madness  of  Lady  Bright”  was  a play  to  make  people 
examine  their  own  attitudes  and  few  went  away  with- 
out more  self-knowledge.

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SOL  BUTLER 


— A GREAT  STUDENT,  ALUMNUS  AND  ATHLETE 


Some  say  that  memories  are  merely  useless  fragments  of  a past  best  forgotten.  But  to  the  black  students  at  the 
University  of  Dubuque,  memories  of  one  man,  Sol  Butler,  are  anything  but  useless.  Butler  was  an  amazing  man  — kind  yet 
tough,  poor  yet  rich  in  spirit,  sensitive  yet  brave. 

Those  who  knew  him  loved  him.  And  those  who  did  not  know  him  missed  a truly  remarkable  man.  From  the  time 
he  entered  the  school  in  1915  until  the  time  he  left  in  1919,  Sol  Butler  meant  the  University  of  Dubuque.  He  was  an  un- 
selfish messenger  of  good  will  throughout  Iowa,  the  Midwest,  and  the  world. 

Had  their  been  professional  acceptance  of  blacks  in  his  day,  Sol  Butler  would  have  been  the  kind  of  ball  player  de- 
serving of  a six  figure  salary.  But  material  wealth  was  not  Sol’s  dream.  He  wanted  to  work  with  youth,  wanted  to  achieve 
the  highest  athletic  goals,  and  wanted  to  make  a mark  for  the  black  people  he  was  chosen  to  represent. 

The  black  students  at  the  University  of  Dubuque,  with  the  support  and  authorization  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
dedicate  the  house  at  the  corner  of  Algona  and  Grace  Streets  as  the  Sol  Butler  Memorial  Center. 


During  “The  Days  of  Future  Passed”,  the  Black  Presidium  on 
the  comer  of  Grace  and  Algona  was  renamed  “The  Sol  Butler  Memo- 
rial Center”  in  honor  of  the  University’s  first  black  student  and  one 
of  its  finest  athletes,  Sol  Butler. 

Butler,  from  Hutchinson,  Kansas,  attended  the  U.  from  1915- 
1919.  He  won  a total  of  1 1 letters  in  basketball,  football,  track  and 
baseball.  He  was  a one-man  track  team. 

After  leaving  UD,  Butler  worked  with  youth  in  Chicago.  But- 
ler died  in  1954  when  he  was  shot  in  a Chicago  bar,  where  he  was 
employed,  at  the  age  of  59. 

He  had  stopped  a customer  from  harrassing  a waitress.  Later, 
the  man  returned  with  a gun,  shooting  Butler  twice  and  killing  him. 

In  the  words  of  Jane  Pitts  Smith,  spokesperson  for  the  center, 
“The  Center  stands  as  a memorial  to  a great  black  student,  a great 
man  and  a great  athlete.”
